Washington, April 23.—(#) Presi- 
dent Coolidge and the Red Cross acted 
f | today to enlarge and expedite efforts 
e ,to relieve suffering caused by the Mis- 
= | sissippi valley floods. 

Secretary Hoover was directed by 
ithe president to go to Memphis to ex- 
pand the Red Cross organization on 
the ground and to make a detailed 
survey >of necessities of the situation, 
while the Red Cross appoints its di- 
rector of disaster relief, Henry M. 
Baker, dictator of relief activities. 

In addition, to facilitate movement 
of relief trains, the interstate com- 
| merce commission declared a transpor- 
| tation emergency in the flooded region, 
'Dermitting railroads to abandon usual 
requirements for routing of freight. 

Reaches Memphis Monday. 

Secretary Hoover arranged to leave 
Washington tonight, his arrival in 
Memphis being scheduled for early 
Monday morning. At Memphia he will 
go down the river by steamer to make 
a first-hand study of the situation. 
He plans to remain in the region for 
a week. He will be accompanied by 
Major General Edgar Jadwin, chief 
of army engineérs, and James L. 
Fieser, acting chairman of the Red 
Cross. Mr. Coolidge 2nd Hoover both 
are Red Cross officials, and it was ex- 
plained at the white house that they 
are acting in that capacity. 

Appointment of Baker as dictator 
followed a meeting of the special flood 
committee, including four cabinet 
members, and of which Secretary 
Hoover is chairman. It was announced

refugees from Greenville arrived here 
today an were moved into camps 
on the Vicksburg bluffs where relief 
organizations gave them food, shel- 
ter and medical care. 

Tripping, stumbling, staggering 
down the gang plank of the govern- 
ment steamer Tollinger, approximate- 
ly 1,200 of the fugitives from the 
water ‘invested city were welcomed by 
the city’s population whose 
were stretched out in sympathy and 
mercy.

Mexico 
had the right to stand up for their 
rights, peacefully if possible, but 
with arms if necessary. 

The party, headed by the Ven- 
erable Archbishop Mora del Rio, 
89 years old, and Archbishop Leo- 
poldo Ruiz y Flores, reach:d San 
Antonio by automobile late tonight 
from Laredo and were taken to the 
home of Archbishop Arthur J. 
Drossaerts, of San Antonio.

Taredo, Texas, April 23.—(/)— 
Statements that Archbishop Mora Del 
Dio-and five other prelates expelled 
from Mexico had left when faced with 
the alternative of being subject to the 
courts or- leaving the country, made 
officially by the Mexican government, 
were denied here today by the prelates 
in a statement signed by all six of 
them, issued before they departed for 
San Antonio. 

Archbishop Del Rio broke his long 
silence to reply. He declared if Catho- 
li g participated in the train attack 
the church had no knowledge of it. He 
denied that the attacking band was 
organized by the Catholic episcopate 
ard added that if the government's 
report of the atrocities committed was 
true the outlaws “deserve the reproba- 
tion of the entire world.” 

The archbishop suffered on the trip 
hecause of his extreme age.

Such church dignitaries as remain 
in Mexico are in hiding. It is be- 
lieved that only seven archbishops and 
bishops are in the republic. Their 
identities are unknown 

Various bishops have departed vol- 
untarily from the country. It is ex- 
pected that all the most vigorous fig- 
ures in- the episcopate opposed to the 
government's religious regulations soon 
will have left Mexico. The churches 
in the republic have been for nine 
months without priestly ceremonial, 
because of this opposition.

lootings. 

This was announced at yesterday's 
meeting of the diplomatic corps by 
Minister MacMurray, acting on fresh 
instSuictions from the state depart- 
ment, whose statement of policy thus 
transforms America at one stroke from 
an actor into an observer of the stormy 
Chinese scene. 

Consternation has been caused in 
the legation quarter by this deyelop- 
ment, particularly because American 
nationals were the principal suffers 
in the Nanking outrages. 

It is considered in non-American 
circles that this withdrawal plays into 
the hands of Chen, whose reply to 
the first Nanking note was generally 
construed as an effort to drive a wedge 
into the concert of powers. Noth- 
ing but speculation is available con- 
cerning the effect which this require- 
ment will have on the policy of thé 
other powers. 

Britain, Japan, France and Italy 
will continue the conversations, whieclf 
have already reached a definite stage, 
in regard to the text of the second 
Nanking note.

ONTARIO 10 OFFER 
OASIS 10 THIRSTY 


Toronto, April 23.—(United News.) 
A new oasis for the thirsty on the 
North American continent will be 
available May 16, long before the 
heat of summer has swept over the 
land. 

This was made known Friday by 
D. H. Hannah, chairman of the On- 
tario liquor commission, who said 
that as many liquor stores as possible 
would ‘be opened in Ontario under 
government auspices May 16. He 
hopes that the number of stores soon 
will reach from 20 to 25. 

There will be no limit on the 
amount of liquor any one person may 
purchase, but if the privilege is abused 
the government reserves the right to 
revoke liquor buying permits. Most 
emphatically, Hannah declared, beer 
will not retail at $1.75 per dozen 
quarts in Ontario as has been rumored 
in the United States. 

‘To get the business going Ontario 
will send out permit issuers within a 
few days. “They will be scattered all 
cver the province,” Hannah said. All 
applications made by mail for such 
permits must be accompanied by a 
sworn statement of identity made be- 
fore a magistrate.

Freight Loadings. 

Railroad freight loadings should 
perhaps be included in the list of equiv- 
ocal signs.

In the first place, the general public 
perhaps does not know, and _ statis- 
ticians generally fail to remind them 
of the fact, that railroad freight traf- 
fic men count on an increase in total 
traffic of between 3 and 4 per cent 
in each year over the preceding year as 
a consequence of the mere normal in- 
crease of the country’s business, more 
or less parallel with the increase in 
the country’s population.

This simple forecast leaves out of 
account, however, certain vital ele- 
ments of which we have no adequate 
measurements, and of whose combined 
forms and forces we can speak only 
with very qualified knowledge and per- 
haps an unsure judgment. 

Money Rates. 


One of the most important elements 
is represented by what seems to be 
clearly a declining interest rate. This 
element is complex, however. Profes- 
sor Sprague has recently expressed 
the view that the present decline 
in interest tates is to continue 
for a considerable number of years, 
provided something like the present 
and recent large supply of savings con- 
tinues. But from here we have to 
move backward in the chain of causa- 
tion. The surplus of capital which 
makes low interest rates itself comes 
from wages and profits. These in 
their turn have to be gained partly 
from investments of which the greater 
part are in industrial enterprises, and 
more directly from industrial under- 
takings either as wages or profits, The 
maintenance of this flow of savings 
depends upon the avoidance of any 
material drop in industrial profits; in- 
dustrial profits and wages depend upon 
the absorbing power of our domestic 
market. 

In the competitive supplying of that 
domestic market an extremely intense 
competition, continually increasing in 
sharpness, is made possible by the 
abundance in savings (directly or in- 
directly from industries), and the 
willingness of the owners of those sav- 
ings to invest them in industrial se 
curities or to place them in banks 
which will so invest or lend. 

Ample savings, the large money sup- 
ply. low money rates, easy borrowing 
or easy selling of securities by indus- 
tries, form a cireular process in which 
the last are is industrial profits. It 
is the condition and behavior of act

The automobile industry typifies an- 
other complex determining element in 
the future, namely, the decline of prof- 
its in a fierce competition made pos- 
sible in the last analysis by abundant 
capital, One rather salient feature 
of the present situation is the great 
unevenness in the earnings reports of 
industrial enterprises. Some earn ex- 
cellent profits, some only scanty, some 
none. Taken as a whole our indus- 
trial situation appears to be that we 
have too much plant and_ too 
much capital to prosper enduringly 
on the domestic market and to pay 
what is now pledged for borrowed cap- 
ital. The lowness of the return of- 
fered to much of our savings is the 
impulse behind our immense foreign in- 
vestments, which are expected to draw 
high interest rates or profits from 
foreign industries while at the same 
time this lending nation practically 
bars those industries from participa- 
tion in our home markets—that is to 
say from competition with our own 
factories in the United States. There 
is no space in this article to discuss 
fhis tremendous and ultimately self- 
destroying mass of contradiction. One 
thing, however, appears indisputable: 


at anything approaching the present 
rate the returns on all our capital 
will decline in a somewhat convenpene-) 
ing rate—and that would mean thor-'! 
oughgoing revision of a number of| 
things.

By Bishop Anderson 


Vhile admirably organized efforts in behalf of church publicity 
is carried on in many centers, in few of these is there any approxima- 
tion of the fine efficiency which characterizes the news bureau of the 
diocese of Chicago. 

“The Church club on December 15, 1924, became sponsor for 
this effort and placed it upon a professional basis under highly trained 
management. As a result an extraordinary record has been made. 
The bureau was responsible in 1926 for the publication in Chicago 
newspapers of nearly 2.000 columns o: publicity matter about the 
Episcopal church. Of this, 250 columns dealt with the visit of the 
lord bishop of London. The bureau also edits and publishes the Dio- 
cese, official diocesan publication. 

“Bishop Andersan, commenting on the work of the bureau, said, 
"We certainly are being well represented in the daily press.’ In addi- 
tion to its contact with the Chicago press, the bureau supplies news 
of the church to the press throughout the entire diocese, and in a 
number of instances has organized material publicity efforts.”

The failure to hold up the 
King of Spades until the third trick 
was criticized severely by North 
whose comment, while sound, was 
foolish to offer during a game. Crit- 
icism, instead of improving the part- 
ner’s play, generally has the opposite 
effect. 

At the third table, the ‘“‘pianola”’ 
play was a reproduction of the first 
1 saw—only some one called the 


“a hungry stomach” (nothing 
in it). My curiosity then led me to 
examine all the score Cards and | 
found that the second table was the 
only one at which game had not been 
made, it being the only table at which 
the Declarer had not held up and 
blocked West’s thirteenth Spade. Of 
course, West’s last Spade would have 
been made if West had held the Ace 
of Hearts, but not otherwise; and the 
hold-up was obviously sound as De- 
clarer knew from the original lead of 
the Deuce that East had a third Spade 
to lead. 

Before you read further, | urge you 
to give the hand a thorough examina- 
tion and see if vou can detect the 
error made at all the tables. 

Now if you have finished your ex- 
amination, we will consider the real 
point of the hand. On the first 
trick, with the Deuce of Spades led 
showing exactly four, and with three 
Spades in the Dummy, East with three 
could tell that Closed Hand had three 
and that there was no chance for him 
to catch a lone King in the Closed 
Hand. In view of the strength in 
Dummy and in East’s hand, East 
could expect Closed Hand to have the 
King of Spades to justify his No 
Trump bid; and West might not have 


hand 


an entry to make his thirteener. East 
could be sure of four tricks and would 
need one more to save game. The 
point of the hand is that this fifth 
trick could almost certainly have been 
made by plaving the Queen instead of 
the Ace of Spades on the first trick. 
South could not tell that this play was 
being pulled; it would look to him as 
if the lead had been from Ace-Jack 
and that his only chance to win with 
the King was then and there; and un- 
doubtedly he would have played it. 
If he had, East would have won the 
Club finesse with the King, and East 
and West would then have made three 
Spade tricks which, with the one 
Club and one Heart, would have sav- 
ed game. 

It generally is the limit of bad play 
to finesse against nothing in Dummy. 
It is a play often called ‘“‘finessing 
against partner;” but it really is finess- 
Ing against nothing. A_ finesse is 
made with the hope of trapping some 
card on the right; when you see that 
no high card is there to trap; a finesse 
as a rule is folly. In this case the 
clever card reader can see how im- 
portant it is to depart from recognized 
conventions to meet exceptional sit- 
uations.

One who 
has been reading the Boreham books 
from the initiation of their publica- 
tion must be impressed with the 
fecundity of the author’s mind. He 
gives no sign of “running out,” but, 
on the other hand, the richness and 
brilliancy of the later output is fully 
up to the standard set by the earlier 
volumes, and in the judgment of com- 
petent critics the latter are an ad- 
vance upon the earlier. In this group 
of essays we have another series ot 
fascinating analyses of humanity 
from many different angles and_ in 
many Varying phases. And as every- 
body is or should be interested in ap- 
praisals of humankind this volume 
Should, like its predecessors, enjoy 
wide acceptability.

A recent publication of the Mac- 
Millan company, New York city, is 
“Did Paul Know of the Virgin Birth,” 
by Bishop R. J. Cooke. Price, $1.75. 

The silence of St. Paul and other 
New Testament writers concerning 
the virgin birth of our Lord is a prob- 
lem that keeps calling for final settle- 
ment or at least a more convincing 
solution. 

The plan’ followed by Bishop 
Cooke is to start by showing that the 
primitive church knew about the vir- 
gin birth and believed in it. His next 
step is to link this,knowledge to Paul 
by holding with Harnack that Luke 
knew the attitude of the primitive 
church and acged as his informant. 
On this basis, he addressed himself 
to the task of explaining the absence 
of discussion and reference to it in 
Paul’s Epistles. Altogether, it is one 
of the best ordered and cumulative 
arguments of the class to which it 
belongs of recent years. 

The author takes the position that 
it never occurred to St. Paul that his 
silence as to the virgin birth would 
ever raise any question in the church, 
since the mode of the birth of Jesus 
did not fit into any of the subjects 
he was writing about to his recently 
organized churches.

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Women and The Bars of Justice 


ING SING prison for women, 
which for years has stood as 
a monument to an age gone 
by in which justice dealt 
harshly with lawbreakers ot 
both sexes, is coming down. 
Its passing revives memories ot 
Mrs. Henrietta Robinson, famed as the 
beautiful veiled murderess; of Sophie 
L.yons, Ellen Peck, and other celebrat- 
ed female prisoners kept there. It 
recalls the days when women there 
had their hair bobbed ‘‘as a mark of 
shame.”” The old bastile of marble 
and limestone has for eighty-seven 
years been pretentiously located on a 
ridge overlooking the men’s prison 
below and the Hudson river beyond. 
Now Warden Lewis E. Lawes has a 
wrecking crew knocking it to pieces. 
The site must be cleared to make 
room for another new cell block for 
the men’s prison. What remains of 
the dismantled prison will soon dis- 
appear. But reminiscences of its 
Criminals and some of their daring es- 
capes will live after it. 
ok 3: ; 
_ Fashioned after a Greek temple, 
with several large Gothic pillars on 
the front, the Sing Sing prison for 
women made a palatial appearance. 
For generations persons going up and 
down the Hudson river have marvel- 
ed at its architecture and mistaken it 
for a summer mansion. It was built 
by male convicts and, when opened 
in 1840, was reached by prisoners and 
peace officers by means of steam- 
boats plying the river. In later years 
criminals reached there by railroad 
after the steam road was opened in 
1849. 
There has not been a woman im- 
prisoned there in thirteen years. Mrs. 
Madeline Ferola, who _ killed her 
sweetheart in the Bronx, was the last 
prisoner lodged there. She had her 
death sentence commuted and was 
fransterred to Auburn” prison for 
women. ° 
Two other women were kept there 
in the shadow of death. Miss Marie 
Barberi, charged with slaying Domi- 
nic Cataldo in New York city, was 
admitted by Warden Omar Sage on 
July 15, 1895, and afterward won a 
new trial and was acquitted. Mrs. 
Martha Place, who killed her step- 
daughter, Ida, with an ax in Brooklyn, 
reached there three years later. She 
died in the electric chair. 
Some Noted Inmates.

Passing of Prison Recalls Deeds of 
Women Criminals --- Notorious 
Female Lawbreakers There 


The late State Detective James 
Jackson, who passed away in Ossin- 
ing only recently, handled temale 
prisoners as part of his secret service 
work in Sing Sing and the other New 
York state prisons for many years. 

It was Jackson who took the Veil- 
ed Murderess to an asylum on August 
28, 1873, after she had served sixteen 
years in Sing Sing. The sobriquet 
was given her because during her 
trial and whenever she appeared in 
public for vears afterward she. screen- 
ed her face with a heavy veil. She 
came of a wealthy, cultured family in 
Rensselaer county. She was convict- 
ed of killing a man with whom she 
was infatuated. | 

She wore her veil at her work In 
prison, whenever she was permitted 
to walk about the grounds with a ma- 
tron, and even on her trip to the in- 
sane asylum.

The most cunning trickster 


reached the high sheriff’s office he 
lost his job. 

Justice soon triumphed, however. 
Mrs. Stanley, alias Brown, was cap- 
tured a week later hiding in the home 
of Mrs. May Little, a former Sing Sing 
convict, on Smith street, Yonkers. 
She went to prison in handcuffs. 

Mary Ann Watts was an inveterate 
shoplifter. When other occupants 
were asleep in the prison one night 
she picked the lock on her cell, tied 
a rope she had hidden under her dress 
to the bars of a corridor window on 
the third floor, squeezed between 
them and slid to freedom. She was 
arrested for stealing merchandise 
from Arnold, Constable & Co., in 
Manhattan later and returned to pris- 
on by Detective Jackson. 

Jane Brooks, who. served five 
vears of a life sentence for murder in 
Alleghany county, N. Y., once open- 
ed a cell by use of a false key. She

housed there was Frances Stanley, a 
shoplifter and swindler. She arrived 
June 29, 1865, handcuffed to a dep- 
uty sheriff. The day she was sen- 
tenced in Manhattan a deputy sheriff 
was leading her from the courthouse 
along a public street to the jail to 
await transfer to state prison. 
Cleverly Duped. 

A passerby tripped him. The of- 
ficer, leaving his charge standing at 
the curb in a blue dress and blue veil, 
turned back to rebuke the strange 
man. 

When the deputy sheriff returned 
to his prisoner he took her by the 
arm. She struggled to get away from 
him. When he had dragged her a tew 
feet she screamed and shouted for 
help. 

“Why, the gall of you!” pro- 
tested as she lifted her veil. The 
peace officer was flabbergasted. He 
let go of her. -He had the wrong 
woman, but she wore the same siyle 
clothes, and of the same color. 

The deputy sheriff turned and 
to tind his charge. She was 
When he returned so was the other 
woman. It was all a pre-conceived 
plan by which two women, dressed 
alike and each veiled, changed places. 
He lost both of them and when he

A Notorious Disturber. 

There were no railroad trains in 
the direction she went. So Warden 
Beardsley had guards pursue her on 
horseback. She was found, footsore, 
at Matteawan two days later, after 
fleeing 30 miles over dirt roads, and 
recaptured. 

Kate Connolly was one of the 
prison’s most notorious  disturbers. 
She learned the art—and art it is 
of jailbreaking when but 16 years old. 
She tore a wooden gate off a fence on 
Blackwell’s island, shoved it into the 
East river, hopped aboard and pad- 
dled her way sately across the stream 
to shore. 

She left a dummy in her Sing Sing 
cell to tool the matrons counting pris- 
oners during the night watch. She 
reached the roof, took hold of a 
lightning rod and slid to the ground 
on November 27, 1869. 

Four years later she was returned 
to prison. On May 8, 4875, five des- 
perate men led by Steve Boyle, held 
up a New York Central train pass- 
ing the prison. They drove Engineer 
Denis Cassin, of the Bronx, to the 
roadbed with a flourish of a mean- 
looking revolver. 


Some say it was a toy weapon, 
fashioned of wood and tobacco tin- 
foil, but the aged engineer, still liv- 
ing in the Bronx, swears to this day 
it was the real thing. Be that as it 
may, it served the purpose. They ran 
away with the locomotive. 

Warden Walker depleted the guard 
force to dispatch every available 
keeper in pursuit of the runaway con- 
victs. The prison was short of guards. 
The Connolly woman saw an oppor- 
tunity and took it. This time she un- 
hinged the door of her cell and gain- 
ed the roof. She let herself down to 
the ground with a rope. 

Jackson returned the ringleaders of 
the train robbery from St. Louis, Mo.,

io Sing Sing. Then he turned hts at- 
sention to Kate Connolly and eventu- 
ally marched her back in handcufts, 
100. 

Another Clever Plan. 

Sophie Lyons was serving time for 
the theft of a pocketbook in Mc- 
Creery’s store in Manhattan while her 
husband, Ned Lyons, was also doing 
a term in the men’s. prison across the 
road. 

Lyons, who worked in the warden’s 
ottice, had an accomplice send a fake 
telegram to Warden Nelson, which 
brought him to the Astor house in 
New York tor a hoax. Lyons van- 
ished in the confusion. 

There was no responsible person to 
direct the pursuit and Lyons got away 
In a carriage. Fifteen days later he 
drove up, in the same carriage, to the 
woman’s prison after nightfall. Hts 
wife stole into the yard and the re- 
united pair dashed off. 

In her book, ‘“‘Why Crime Does 
Not Pay,” Mrs. Lyons afterward de- 
scribed how she and her husband once 
engineered a made-to-order bank 
robbery in Connecticut. The presi- 
dent of the bank had stolen the bulk 
of the funds and to cover up his de- 
falcations hired Lyons to commit a 
robbery there and blow the safe. 

Having inside assistance, they were 
more careless than usual, and accl- 
dentally fired an excess charge of ex- 
plosives. Lyons was’ nearly  suffo- 
cated by the flying dust and smoke 
and his wife, waiting outside in a car- 
riage, had to go into the bank and 
drag Lyons and his helper out into the 
open air. They recovered and all 
three escaped. 

The crooked banker saved his rep- 
utation and his. freedom, but the un- 
wary depositors lost their cash. 

Mrs. Lyons was regarded as the 
queen of American criminals. Her 
mother was a shoplifter, her father a 
fence and her grandfather one of the 
most notorious robbers of his time. 
Rather small, with seductive gray 
brown hair and fair skin, she 
Started as a pickpocket and shoplifter 
and eventually became the country’s 
cleverest blackmailer. 

After her escape in December,

1872, when she was 22, Sophie kept 
free of the law for four years and 


made her debut as a blackmailer after 
a tern in Sing Sing in the late 705. 
At a hotel in Boston she attracted the 
notice of a wealthy merchant, lured 
him to her room, secured his cloth- 
ing and then threatened him. with ex- 
posure if he did not comply with her 
demands. 

The merchant surrendered and 
filled out a check for $10,000. Sophie 
handed this to her confederate. Kate 
Leary, and Kate went straightway to 
the bank. The man's account, how- 
ever, was Short of the amount requir- 
ed, and Kate, being questioned grew 
alarmed and made known the where- 
abouts of the merchant. 

Sophie and Kate were arrested, buf 
the intended victim failed to appear 
against them. His money was saved, 
but his character was ruined. The af- 
fair broke up what had been a happy 
home. 

The young woman ditched Lyons 
while he was serving one of his 
prison terms and went to live with a 
crook named Hamilton Dramrock.

If any one might have disputed 
Sophie’s claim to being the queen of 
criminals, that one would have been 
Elien.. Peck. Inspector Thomas 
Byrnes called her the ‘‘slickest wom- 
an swindler in the business.” 

Like Sonhie. she beran in a small 
wav and then hlossomed out. In 1878 
She swindled B. T. Babbitt. the soap 
manufacturer. out of $19.000 in one 
of her many and varied schemes. Bab- 
hitt had been robhed by dishonest em- 
plovees of more than $500.000 and 
when these emplovees had been ar- 
rested Mrs. Peck visited the manufac- 
turer in the role of a detective. 


The woman informed Babbitt that 
she had been-aorking on the case and 
had come into possession of valuable 
infarmation concerning proverty 
owned by the clerks which could be 
easily sued or seized. So cleverly did 
she put this to the man that he was 
completely taken in. paying her $19,- 
000 for the information—only to find 
it false and worthless. 

Nobody was too wise 
She delighted in outwitting profes- 
sional criminals. An instance was her 
swindling of John D. Grady, notori- 
ous crooked diamond dealer. Grady 
gave her a large loan in lieu of a rent 
receipt for a compartment in a safe 
deposit vault. The compartment was 
supposed to contain her diamonds, 
but Gradv found it empty. 


Though involved in all sorts of fe- 
eal actions, Mrs. Peck outwitted even 
justice until 1885, when she went to 
Blackwell’s island for a four-and-a- 
half-vear term. There were many 
terms after that one. Unlike Sophie 
Ivons. she did not retire early with 
her nrofits, 

Mrs. Peck’s swindling operations 
netted her about $1,000,000, but she 
declined finally into a state of desti- 
tution 


for Ellen. 


A Double Escape. 
There is a record of one ‘‘double- 
header” escape in which two women 
fled the female hoosegow at Sinv 
Sing. Mary Smith and Sarah Chris- 
tian, by stealing a matron’s clothes 
walked past the sentries and reached 
Sing Sing depot safelv the nicht of 
September 19, 1870. There thev de- 
narted, unnoticed, on a train for 
York. 

Mrs. Emma Hickey, who poisoned 
both of her daughters at Ithaca. N. 
Y., died in prison after serving 12 
vears of a life term. 

For pillaging property and inciting 
mob violence during the famous mil- 
itary draft riots in New York in 1863. 
during the Civil war, Mary Fuchs and 
Marv Sheehan received two and three 
vears, resvectively. Thev were sen- 
tenced by Recorder John T. Hoffman, 
later elected governor, who visited the 
nrison afterward and saw them there 

The coming of Mrs. Marv Real. 
charged with killing her hushand in 
New York, was widely heralded. She 
drew onlv two and one-half vears for 
manslaughter.

1863, to two years 
months for grand larceny, 
Sated Warden Gaylord B

Mrs. Henrietta Mead and Mrs. Nel- 
lie Benedict, of Manhattan, who stole 
eral thousand dollars: Jennie Wil- 
hams, the female burglar, and Mrs. 
Weaver, noted confidence woman. 
expiated their crimes there. 

For occupations the female pris- 
oners worked at hat trimming, carpet 
veaving. hair curling, knitting and 
laundering. 

Contractors paid for 
from thirty to forty cents a day to 
the state. The prisoners, however, 
received none of the wages. 


Before the woman’s prison discon- 
tinued taking women serving time, 
there were seven women there with 
life terms for murder. 

They were Jane Brooks, who kill- 
ed a sweetheart and had served 24 
years before the prisoners were trans- 
ferred to Crow Hill penitentiary in 
Brooklyn; Polly Frish, who killed her 
child, in prison for 20 years; Anna 
Barry, who threw her youngster out 
of a window, 11 years; Mary John- 
son, who killed a child, 11 years; 
l.edice Friedenberg, who decapitated 
her brother-in-law with an ax, 1 year; 
Emma Orlak, firebug, 1 year; Emma 
Wimple, who put poison in her hus- 
band’s tea so she could elope with a 
rival, 1 year

saw various cruelties inflicted upon 
prisoners kept there.

Drastic Punishment 

Betore modern. styles of hair 
were conceived, and when the 
hob was considered hideous looking. 
the hair of female prisoners was bob- 
bed upon admission to prison many 
vears ago. This was partly as a mark 
of humiliation and partly to make it 
easy to recognize a fallen sister if she 
departed from headquarters without 
due process of law. 

Often prison reform advocates re- 
ferring to bobbed hair as a symbol of 
barbarism, crusaded against what 
thev termed a vicious practice, but it 
was of no avail. Justice made no 
distinction in those davs between 
and neither the members of the 
legislature nor the prison authorities 
would change the prevailing style of 
convicts’ hair dress. This was bob- 
bed hair for women and no hair at 
all for the men. 

The rod was frequently used to 
chastise unruly prisoners. Occasion- 
ally the ball and chain was used to 
anchor a chronic runaway’ whose 
work required her to go out onto the 
prison grounds. Frequently head- 
strong women were cast into a dark 
dungeon, or drenched with cold wa- 
ter or placed upon a bread and water 
diet. 

In more recent years, besides being 
used for imprisoning women sentenc- 
ed to death, the old female prison 
served as an annex to incarcerate bad 
men. 

Often has the big prison siren 
blown or the prison alarm bell sound- 
ed for some elusive fellow who fled 
the female prison. There was never 

wall around it. Once an occupant 
gained the vard, escape after dark- 
ness closed down upon the covuntry- 
side was an easy matter. 

Peter Jones escaped one cold win- 
ter morning. He was found by a cit- 
izen nearly frozen to death in his 
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barn, revived, and taken lack to 
prison. 

Julius Feurer, who had completed 
but four months of a four-year term 
for forgery, fled September 4, 1884, 
while working in the outer vard in 
broad daylight. Detective Jackson 
tracked him to Boston, to Canada, 
to Buffalo and finally to Brooklyn, 
where he caught him. 

Lone Hand Burglar. 

Big Bill Mason, a lone hand burg- 
lar who once fought a pistol duel with 
Inspector George McCluskey, of the 
New York police department. and 
had one of his fingers shot off, escap- 
ed from the female department July 
28, 1890. Later he robbed the coun- 
try home of Ogden Bradley, a rich 
summer colonist of Dobbs Ferry. 
While getting away with the loot he 
encountered Policeman William Car- 
roll of Yonkers. Another revolver 
duel followed. 

A bullet went through the police- 
man’s helmet but Carroll, returning 
the fire, shot the revolver out of Ma- 
son’s hand. He surrendered and re- 
ceived a new term of ten years to go 
with the balance he still owed the 
State on the old one. 

Shortly afterward Mason made 
two daring leaps of thirty feet each 
that landed him safely on the ground 
outside the woman’s prison. Keeper 
Joseph Eaton opened fire upon him 
and Mason, losing his nerve, halted. 

Atter he completed that term. the 
notorious burglar was discovered 
atop a ladder getting out of a third- 
story window, in Port Chester, with 
the booty he had packed un in a lux- 
uriously furnished mansion. 

A policeman kicked the 
trom beneath him. Mason had to 
stand on the window ledge or be 
killed. While one policeman cover- 
ed him with his” revolver, ™M son, 
forced to remain in this untenable po- 
sition was finally dragged back into 
the room by another policeman and 
arrested. He was arraigned before 
Judee Edward V. Brophy, of Port 
Chester, and drew another ten 
vears. Some ‘irs later Judge 
Brophy was pr ' Sing 
Sing,

The Turk who changed the Cathedral 
of the Holy Sophia into a Mohammedan 
mosque was not an artist. He is, or was, 
a fighter, a hunter, a person who despised 
the fine arts and left them to Persians and 
Indians and Greeks and other inferior races, 


As a result the Turk never built any- 
thing of his own beyond a few fortresses 
and commonplace palaces and a few hideous 
public buildings, all done in a style which 


would not have been out of place in one | 


of our less prominent amusement parks. 


And whenever the Turk took over 
something that once upon a time had be- 
longed to someone else, he behaved like the 
cuckoo in the bluebird’s nest—he threw 
out what did not suit his own needs and 
allowed the rest to go to ruin. 


In the case of Aja Sophia he added a 
few minarets which he needed for his own 
form of divine service, removed all pictures 
and statuary and trusted that the building 
would outlast his own needs without any 
waste of paint or whitewash on the part 
of his ever bankrupt treasury. 

As this would make a very drab pic- 
ture | would suggest that you color the 
roofs of the houses orange, the houses blue 
and the sky yellow.

HAT is to become of Constan- 
tinople during the next fifty 
years no one knows. It seems 
that this old center of half a 
dozen world empires is doomed 

to degenerate into a provincial little 
town without the slightest political 
or commercial importance. 

From the earliest period of Greek 
history on until quite recently Constan- 
tinople or Byzance (as it was originally 
called) was the logical meeting place 
for the trade between Asia and Europe 
and hence they who owned that strip 
of land along the Bosphorus could levy 
such tolls as seemed most profitable. 

But today the eastern part of Eu- 
rope and the western part of Asia are 
both utterly ruined—the Mediterranean 
and the Black sea have become mere 
backwaters—and the Greeks and Turks 
who inhabit both sides of the Agean 
Sea seem doomed to complete extinc- 
tion as far as any political importance 
Is concerned. 

Which leaves Aja Sophia, the 
Church of the Holy Sophia, standing 
in lonely splendor on a bit of ground 
that has seen more history than any 
other spot on the western hemisphere. 

For this church, built by the pious 
relatives of the murderous monarch 


who gave his name to Constantinople, 


was the scene of one of the greatest 
dramas of all time—the death of the 
last Byzantine emperor at the hand of 
the Turks. 

The struggle which the infidels 
waged for the possession of this highly 
valuable metropolis had lasted for cen- 
turies. The town might have been 
saved for Christianity if the western 
and eastern followers of a common 
faith could have forgotten their ancient 
theological quarrels: long enough to 
drive the Turk from the European 
mainland. But this they found it im- 
possible to do and the western half of 
Christendom looked on while the east- 
ern half was hacked to pieces by the 
sharp and cruel Ottoman swords. 

When all was lost the last of the 
Byzantine defenders retreated to their 
Holy of Holies and were there done to 
death by the followers of Suleiman. 

Then followed five centuries of 
great hopes, for the day would come 
when Aja Sophia would once more be 
a Christian edifice. 

Today the chances seem very slim. 
The great war has doomed this shrine 
to the scrap heap. But so much has 
been destroyed these last ten vears 
that a little more or less seems of very 
little Consequence.
